'  “The  existence  of  the  Prohibition 
party  complicates  and  renders  difficult 
of  solution  almost  every  political  prob¬ 
lem  including  that  of  the  liquor  inter 
est.  In  view  of  this  fact  it  may  well 
lie  asked.  hast  it  accomplished  or  can  it 
aco implish  any  good  thing  as  an  offset  ? 
The  following  Carefully  prepared  state¬ 
ment  sent  by  Wm.  W.  ’  Browning  to 
the  N.  Y.  Tribune  will  assist  every 
thoughtful  person  to  answer  for  him 
self. 

The  Prohibition  party  as  a  distinct 
political  organization  has  been -in  ex¬ 
istence  for  over  fifteen  years.  Since 
its  birth  it  has  entered  every  Presi¬ 
dential  race,  and  many  State  contests.

'  The  highest  j»ercentage  obtained  in 
any  one  State  was  four  in  Michigan. 
The  highest  it  has  ever  polleil  was  9 
per  cent  in  Rhode  Island  in  1880,  and 
8.5  in  Wisconsin  in  1881.  The  per 
cent  age  has  been  exceeded  by  every 
unsuccessful  party  of  the  past,  as  will 
be  shown  by  reference  to  the  following 
table :  T.

The  anti-Masonic  and  American  par¬ 
ties  were  each  strong  enough  to  carry 
A.  State.  The  Liberty  and  Free-Soil 
parties,  the  latter  especially,  developed 
considerable  strength  in  the  North, 
but  failed  to  secure  an  electoral  vote. 
The  Greenback  party  has  polleil 
33  per  cent  of  the  vote  of  Maine,  45  of 
Massachusetts,  2G  of  Michigan,  20  of 
Kansas,  and  15  of  Pennsylvania  and 
low  a  eacK. 

The  history  of  the  successful  parties 
presents  a  market!  contrast  In  the 
first  year  of  existence  they  made  the 
,  following  record  respectively :  Demo¬ 
cratic,  15  States,  and  59  per  cent  of 
the  popular  vote ;  Whig,  9  States  and 
41  per  cent  of  vote;  Republican,  11 
States  and  33  per  cent  of  vote. 

Ever  since  the  adoption  of  the  Con 
stilytion  in  1788,  the  great  l»ody  of 
electors  has  been  divided  into  two  par 
ties  upon  the  question  of  its  interpre¬ 
tation.  The  Federalists,  the  Whigs, 
ami  the  Republican*  have  been  the 
champions  of  centralization.  The  old 
Republicans,  and  their  successors,  the 
Democrats,  have  jealously  guarded  the 


State  rights  tioctrroe.  None  of  them 
was  raised  up  to  cany  forward  any 
particular  reform  and  any  has  accom¬ 
plished  >  «ly  socb  as  have  been  consis¬ 
tent  with  its  general  policy  above  men 
tinned.  No  party  has  ever  raroeeiled 
stamling  njon  a  platform  leas  bavad. 

Therefore,  the  Prohibition  party 
des  not  represent  “the  growth  of  a 
great  moral  idea.”  For  its  strength 
has  greatly  fluctuated  in  must  if  not 
all  of  the  States.  It  has  decreased  in 
many  States.  It  is  weakest  in  tb»ae 
States  where  the  tenqeranc*?  senti¬ 
ment  is  the  strongest.  It  is  not  des 
tined  to  assume  national  prof «>rt l ms. 
For  after  a  history  of  fifteen  year*, 
and  under  circumstances  peculiarly 
favorable,  it  has  m astern!  a  following 
considerably  leas  than  any  political 
f.arty  of  the  past  making  pretensi-  -ns 
to  National  importance.  Its  deadera- 
t*in  dues  not  involve  a  question  of 
G  institutional  interpretation,  but  one 
of  a  purely  social  nature,  concerning 
which  .w  ationaliists  and  .State  rights 
men  might  properly  kgree. 

The  Republican  Primary. 

Several  lessons  for  the  futu  e  guid 
anee  of  the  Republ  ic*jPar  t  v  of  Bloom 
field  may  be  le&rneo^rv  a  considera- 
ion  of  its  last  primary.  When  the  time 
arrived  for  calling  the  meeting  to  or 
dt-r  Dodd’s  Hall  wras  so  densely  crowd¬ 
ed  that  not  even  standing  room  was 
left.  Not  a  few  well  known  republi¬ 
cans,  arriting  a  little  late,  were  abeo 
lately  unable  to  force  an  entrance,  and 
afte  occupying  s(ieh  space  as  could  be 
f.  und  uj>m  the  stairway  till  their  j>a 
tie  nee  was  exhausted  departed  without 
having  been  able  to  cast  their  votes. 
Within  the  hall  foul  air  and  tobacco 
smoke  rendered  breathing  uncomfort¬ 
able  if  not  dangerous  ;  and  hud  it  not 
lieen  that  refraining  from  breathing 
would  have  l*eeui  still  more  uuc imf  >rt 
able  and  dangerous  many  would  have 
preferred!  the  latter  course.. 

It  is  dearly  evident  that  if  all  pres¬ 
ent  were  republicans  the  next  prima¬ 
ry  should  be  helil  ui  library  Hull ;  or 
if  all  the  voters  of  the  town  intend  be¬ 
coming  republicans  the  Park  would  be 
the  best  place ;  but  if  the  meeting  be 
held  within  dors  it  seems  that  it 
would  not  be  too  much  to  ask  out  of 
consideration  for  those  who  have  any- 
talking  to  do  and  those  who  do  not 
smoke,  aud  in  view  of  the  powerful 
tobacco  indulged  in  by  many,  that  the 
use  of  the  weed  should  be  dispensed 
with. 

It  haring  been  reported  that  the 
democrats,  prohibitionists,  geenback- 
ers,  sel^-styled  labor  reformers  and 
other  dwellers  outside  the  fold  had  de¬ 
clared  their  intention  of  assisting  the 
republicans  in  the  making  up  of  their 
ticket,  it  was  announced  by  the  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  County  Committee,  who 
called  the  meeting  to  order,  that  none 
but  republicans  would  be  allowed  to 
to  vote  :  that  the  latter  would  be  much 
pleased  if  their  democratic  brethren 
chose  to  support  the  ticket  on  election 
day,  but  that  they  felt  perfectly  com- 
jietent  to  make  it  up  without  outside 
assistances  Mi-  George  Cook  was 
made  chairman  and  Mr.  Westlake  sec¬ 
retary,  and  business  preceeded  with. 

A  motiou  made  by  Mr.  G.  Lee 
Stout  an  1  warmly  advocated  by  him 
and  several  other  republicans,  that 
$250  for  purpose  of  cleaning  the  snow 
fr  >m  sidewalks  be  placed  on  the  ticket, 
developed  the  fact  that  the  a* Amission 
of  outsiders  to  the  primary  was  some¬ 
thing  that  must  be  put  a  stop.!  to  for 
the  future.  These  outsiders,  resting 
under  no  sense  of  responsibility,  were 
turbulent,  noisy  and  impudent,  ob¬ 
structing  and  turning  order  into  con¬ 
fusion.  The  sidewalk  motion  •  had  a 
handsome  republican  majority  in  fav 
or  it,  but  was  completely  snowed  un¬ 
der  by  the  votes  of  the  outside  contin¬ 
gent.  The  chairman  and  tellers,  not 
being  endowed  with  second  sight,  the 
meeting  was  obliged  to  submit  to  this 
impudence.  The  idea  may  have  been 
good  or  may  have  been  bad,,  but  re 
publicans  only  had  a  right  at  that 
time  to  pass  judgment  upon  it  v 

The  most  amusing  incident  of  the 
evening  was  the  determination  of  Mr. 
Brady,  lately  a  candidate  on  the  labor 
ticket,  to  lend  his  assistance  in  con¬ 
ducting  a  republican  primary.  It  was 
w  ith  no  little  difficulty  that  the  chan- 
man  finally-  succeeded  in  silencing  him. 

Three  tellers  and  three  inspectors 
were  apj>oiuted  for  the  purpose  of  re¬ 
ceiving  and  counting  ballots.  It  was 
also  announced  that  there  was  a  pen¬ 
alty  against  those  voting  who  were 
not  republicans.  This  and  three  re¬ 
lentless  inspectors  prevented  dishon¬ 
est  voting  in  large  measure.  A  few 
republican  votes  were  also  unfortu¬ 
nately  rejected.  The  result  of  the  vote 
will  be  found  in  anothe  column. 

It  w  ag  resolved  by  the  republican 
leaders  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  this 
unwarranted  and  bold-faced  outside 
“  participation  ”  in  republican  prima¬ 
ries.  Many  democrats  insisted  at  the 
last  meeting  that  every  voter  who  de¬ 
clared  Lis  intentiun  of  supporting  the 
ticket  made,  ha^l  a  right  to  vote  at  the 
making  of  it  It  is  perhaps  needless 
to  remark  that  the  republican  party  is 
not  sufficiently  gullible  to  accept  this 
absurd  proposition.  ^  \
